DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-8 are pending in the application. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 5 and 6 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in alternate only. See 
MPEP§ 608.01 (n). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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3. Claims 2 and 4-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Nakada ( U.S. Patent 5,393,614, cited on applicant's form 1449 ). 

Nakada discloses organic electroluminescence device having a cathode layer formed of 
metal ( see col. 4, lines 15-19 ) and electron transport layer made of phenanthroline 
derivatives of formula Id ( see col. 3, lines 1-15 ). The phenanthroline derivatives 88 and 
90 ( see col. 20, lines 10-35 ) anticipate the instant claims when variables R6 and R7 
represent an alkyl or an aryl group in the instant compounds of formulae (2) and (3), 
respectively.
